ORDER 

I 

Whereas the Legislative Assembly of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman and Diu has been dissolved by an Order made on the 
27th April. 1979, under Section 51 of the Government of Union Territories Act. 1963 (20 of 1963); 

And whereas the Demands for Grants of that Union Territory for the year 1979-80 had been presented to Parliament and a vote on 
account had been obtained for incurring expenditure for a part of that financial year; 

And whereas the House of the People is not in session and it is necessary to authorise further expenditure from Ihe Consolidated 
Fund of that Union territories pending the sanction of such expenditure by Parliament; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of Section 52 of the Government of Union Territories Act, 1963 (20 of 1963), I Neelam Sanjiva Reddy, 
President of India, hereby authorise that, pending the sanction by Parliament, expenditure of sums not exceeding those specified in column 
(3) of the Schedule hereto annexed and amounting in the aggregate to the sum of thirty crores, crores, thirtyone lakhs and seventy- 
seven thousand rupees may be incurred from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the Union Tecritory of Goa, Daman and Diu 
lowards defraying the several charges during apart of the current financial year upto and inculsive of the month of January, 1980, 
in respect of the services and purposes specified in column (2) of the said Schedule.
